Some part of 
thisEclipſe may be ſeen if the Air be clear, for the Moon will riſe 
near 7 at Night, ſome Digets Eclipſed in about 26 d. of Libre. 

The ſecond, in order, will be an Eclipſe of the Sun, April the 
20th, about r in-che Morning, in about 11 d. of Taurus ; bur in- 
conſpicuous to us, yet ſeen to our Antipodes, even in their very 
Meridian. 

The third will be an Eclipſe of the Moon, Sept. 29, about to in 
the Morning, in 17 d. of Arzes, bur not viſible 1n our Hemiſphere. 

The fourti and laſt ſhould be an ayer tay the Sun, Oft. 14, a- 
bout 7 in the Morning, in near 2 d, of the crafty Sign Scorpio. 
Some part of this Eclipſe may be ſeen 1n England, if the Air be 
clear, but nothing conſiderable, either in this or any other, and 
therefore no more need he written here on this Subjet. Now 
fince in the Computation of theſe Eclipſes (which is painful and 
laborious enough) the Parallax of the Luminaries is much con- 
ſidered, for their ſakes that know nor what ir is, I ſhall in the 
next Se(ion briefly, but plainly exhibit.
